Act XVIII. of 1881 and published 
in the Central Provinces Government Gazette of the 19th 
May last, remarks that the rules are not calculated to do any 
injury to the men for whom they are intended. But the 
editor has to make some observations on one or two of the 
rules. Rule 1V provides for the appointment of lambardars 
in each village according to local custom. There can be 
no old custom on the subject, as the lambard&r was called in- 
to existence by the British Government only 18 years ago, at 
the time of the settlement. Customs may have grown up 
since then, but they cannot have the force of law. Moreover, 


the mere recording of a custom in the village administration 
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paper cannot give it the force of law. No vustom can have 
the force of law unless it is ancient and continuous. Under 
these circumstances the rule in question might be omitted 
with advantage. According to Rule 1X the management of 
the estate of a minor or female lambardar is to be made over to 
aco-sharer. But this arrangement would not be satisfactory, 
as it is well known that co-sharers are generally actuated by 
mutual jealousy. It would be better to entrust the manage- 
ment. of the estate of a minor or a female to a friend of his or 
hers, as the case may be, or to some other honest person who 
has no kind of interest in the estate. Ifa lambard&r does 
not give the patwari information necessary for the compila- 
tion of his papers, called jamabandi, he is to be liable to a fine 
of Rs. 50 according to Rule XIV. As lambard&rs and pat- 
w&ris are not always to be found on good terms, this rule 
would enable the latter to bring the former into difficulty by 
making false complaints against them. It should be provided 
that when a lambardar neglects to supply the necessary infor- 
mation, the patw4ri should report the matter to the tahsildar, 
who should call upon the lambardar to give the information 
by acertain date. If the lambard&r does not carry out even 
the orders of the tahsildar, then he should be fined. 


The Rlevnde (Lahore), of the 11th J une, expresses its 
Court-fees ard the Courts Concurrence with the Vietoria Paper 
of Honorary Magistrates. of Sialkot in thinking that, as Govern- 
ment has to pay nothing to Honorary Sasheteies for their 
services, the petitions submitied to them should be exempted 
from court-fees.

Court-fees and municipal bye-laws no man can build a new 
committees. house or alter an old house within 
municipal limits without previously obtaining the permis- 
sion of the manicipal committee. In order to obtain this per- 
mission he has to submit a petition to the committee on one 
ana court-fee. The editor ‘argues that the levy of thid ‘fee’ 
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is unjustifiable, as municipal commissioners are representa- 
tives of the people and not paid servants of Government. 


A correspondent of the Rahbar-i-Hind (Lahore), of the 
Examinations held in 14th June, argues that the examina- 
the Panjab. | tions held in the Panjab, such as the 
Extra Assistant Commissioners’ Examination, the Pleaders’

another in June, another in September, another in December; 
and soon. The writer is of opinion that all these examina- 
tions should be held in the beginning of March, in order 
that candidates may be able to work hard during the five 
preceding months of cold weather. 


The Zahztb (Morad&béd), of the 12th June, states that

This was generally regarded as a favour bestowed by it upon 
the latter.

A landlord who formerly paid only five. or six 
rupees a month on account of the pay of a patwari will now 
have to make large remissions. The writer condemns this 
policy as unjust, and remarks that if Government sympathises 
with cultivators, it should make gifts to them from its own 
treasury, but it should not be generous at the expense of 
others.

The Anglo-Indian jeur- ndian journals, such as ‘the English- 
nale and the Native Press. man, the Pioneer, the Civil and Muili- 
tary Gazette, &c., which have gone mad over the Jurisdiction 
Bill, tired with abusing Lord Ripon and natives, have now 
begun to direct their attacks against the Vernacular Press. 
It would seem that the publication of the Votce of India, 
which contains extracts from native papers on’ important 
Indian questions and goes to many members of Parliament 
and other men of position in England, has frightened the 
Anglo-Indian contemporaries. In order to prevent English- 
men at home from putting any faith in the comments of the 
Native Press, they have determined to bring that Press into 
disrepute. The course they have adopted to accomplish 
this evil object is to publish translations of sentences taken 
from the writings of vernacular newspapers which seem 
to suit their purpose. Such sentences, when’ removed from 
the context, convey a meaning different from that which 
the writer intended, and the evil is aggravated by the circum- 
stance that the translations made are mot very correct. Our 
contemporaries charge the Native Press with spreading sedi- 
tion and urge the revival of the Press Act! We admit that 
some native papers, whose number is, however, to be counted 
on the fingers, may have indulged in strong language in 
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eonnection with the Ilbert Bill, but the great majority of 
the papers are conducted with fairness and moderation. Lord 
Ripon’s policy has so completely won our affections that it is 
simply inconceivable that we should ever think of doing any in- 
jary to the present Government. India was never so loyal to 
Her Majesty as it is at present. We are of course always 
ready to condemn those Europeans who advocate government 
by the sword, but this is not sedition. Now look at the conduct 
of Anglo-Indian journalists in connection with the Jurisdiction 
Bill. They addressed indecent language to the ; Viceroy, 
advised volunteers to surrender their arms and European 
capitalists to withdraw their capital from this country, and 
even went the length of preaching open opposition to Gov- 


ernment! They pick holes in the coats of native editors, — 


but are blind to their own faults. It was very fortunate that 
the Native Press did not follow the evil example of the Anglo- 
Indian papers, otherwise there is no doubt that an outbreak 
would have occurred.:

The good 
work that had been done by high European officers in the 
way of creating a friendly feeling between the two races has 
been destroyed by the mischievous writings and speeches of 
the Englishman, Mr. Branson, &. The editor urges upon 
Government the expediency of taking this matter into consi- 
deration and endeavouring to restore good feeling between 
the two races.

ceedings of district officers if they do not mean to court 
their own ruin. A journalist may safely comment on the 
acts and measures of the Government of India and the Local 
Government, but he should not come in contact with a district 
officer, whose bite, so to speak, is as deadly as that of a 
serpent. When even a High Court Judge cannot brook 
criticism of. his proceedings, how can district officers be 
expected todo so? Ifa district officer is allowed to remain 
long at the same place, he has ample opportunities of wreak- 
ing vengeance on an editor who happens to incur his dis- 
pleasure. True there are higher officers to appeal to, but 
the severe treatment he receives at the hands of the district 
officer generally damps his spirits and makes him incapable 
of preferring an appeal. We are very thankful to the Anju- 
mar-i-Panjdb that it has warned us that in criticising the 
Panjab University examinations we are criticising the pro- 
ceedings of a district officer (vide pages 478 and 479. of 
the Selections from Vernacular Newspapers for the week 
ending the 9th June, 1883). It gives no satisfactory ex- 
planation for the irregularities noticed by us in connection 
with the late University examinations, but it reminds 
us of the defamation case in which Mr. Parker, Judicial 
Assistant and Registrar to the University, had the good- 
ness to let us off with a fine and not to send us to the 
prison!

These orders will 


prevent such soldiers from laying violent hands on their 
superior officers as they sometimes do, but they are in no 
way calculated to protect the lives of natives. The Jatter are 


killed by soldiers who are generally in the full possession of 


their senses, but who afterwards feign madness or pretend to 
have been drunk at the time, and the Judges, who are their 
own countrymen, hold this feigned madness and even drunken- 
ness as sufficient to exculpate them, If the Government has 
any sympathy for poor natives, it should prohibit European 
soldiers, like natives, from using public arms and ammu- 
nition for shooting or any other private purpose. If shoot- 
ing be considered indispensable for any reason not known 
to us, no soldier should be allowed to go out shooting until he 
has obtained a license from the district authorities who should 


grant it on some necesssary conditions.

NATIVE STATES. 


The Koh-i-Nér (Lahore), of the 9th June, states that 
Proposed Chanda Rail- Mr. Cordery, the new British Resi- 
way and the Haidarébid dent at Haidarabad, is really respon- 
— sible for the great popular excitement 
that prevails in that State at present. The editor says that 
a correspondent refers to the fact of Mr. Cordery’s having 
previously been convicted of a grave criminal offence and 
punished, and argues that he should not have been appointed 
to such a high post. The Koh-t-Ndér then refers to the 
question of the Chanda railway. Soon after the death of 
Sir Salar Jang, Mr. Jones, late Resident, unwisely raised 
the question. Since his arrival the new Resident has brought 
undue pressure to bear upon the Council of Regency to 
execute the project. The State treasury is empty. If the 
scheme were undertaken, the State would have to borrow a 
large sum of money, for which no less than 22 lakhs of rupees 
would have to be paid as interest every year. The result would 
be that the State would have to part with the province of 
Aurangfbfd. It is contended that the railway would encour- 
age trade, but any benefits that could be expected from the 
increase of trade are nothing compared with the difficulties 


in which the State would beinvolved. The Koh-i-Ndr argues - 


that the Nizfim and almost all the members of the Council of 
Regency, except the Amir-i-Kabir, are opposed to the project. 
It is rumoured that Mr. Abdu-l-Haqq, 0.8.0, who expects 
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to get 25 lakhs of rupees as:commission for negotiating for a. 
loan for the purpose, is exerting his influence in favour of 
the railway. He even threatens the Peshkér and Mir Layaq 
Ali that their dissent from the Resident in the matter of the 
railway will be vory injurious to them. The editor refers 
to the deportation of Dr. Aghor N&th, and says that it has 
been carried out by the Haidardbfid Government under 
pressure from the Resident. Great anxiety and excitement 
prevail in the minds of the people. The editor is of opinion 
that the Government of India should remove Mr. Cordery from 
HaidarAbid and publicly declare that it has no desire of press- 
ing the State to construct the railway. (The J dm-i-Jamshed 
(Moradab&d), of the 10th June, also argues that the Nizam’s 
Government should not be compelled to construct the railway 
from borrowed money against its will, and condemns the 
banishment of Dr. Aghor Nath as unjustifiable. The Oudh 
Punch (Lucknow), of the 12th June, contains a picture in — 
which the Haidarfbéd State is represented as a duck which 
lies on the ground on its back, and a weight, called the Chanda 
railway, has been placed on its stomach.

The Sdhas (Allahabad), of the llth June, eontains.a long 
article on the Railway Mail Service. 
The substance of the article is as fol- 
lows:—Mr. Sheridan, the Inspector-General of the Mail Ser- 
vice, is the head of the department. He has uader him some 
Superintendents, who in turn have Assistant Superintendents 
and Inspectors under them. The duty of all these officers is 
to look after the work of sorters. Superintendents have 
large divisions of railroads in their charge ; as for instance, 


Railway Mail Service. 
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the jurisdiction of the Superintendent of Allahabad extends 
from Mukéma to Et&wa and from Allahabfd to Khandwa, 
t.e., a total extent of 979 miles. Looking at the large extent 
of territory in the charge of a Superintendent, one might ima- 
gine that he is a most hard-worked officer, but this is really 
not the case. Whenever anything goes wrong, he asks the 
Inspector or Assistant Superintendent to enquire and re- 
port. During the year he himself makes enquiries hardly 
in one case. When he receives a report from the Inspector 
or Assistant Superintendent, he passes necessary orders or 
forwards the report with his own opinion to the Inspector- 
General. Hence it will be observed that the office of a 
Superintendent is, as it were, simply a medium of com- 
munication between the Inspector and the Inspector-Gene- 
ral. Under these circumstances, the wisdom of keep- 
ing such highly-paid Superintendents is not apparent, The 
office of Superintendent might be abolished, and an addi- 
tional Assistant Inspector-General appointed to do the work. 
A portion of the saving effected in this way might be devoted 
to increasing the number of sorters. This arrangement 
would give some relief to the hard-worked subordinate offi- 
cials in question and also increase the efficiency of the service. 
An Assistant Superintendent gets Rs. 300 as pay and 
Rs. 5 a day as travelling allowance. While his pay is 
thrice that of an Inspector and his travelling allowance two 
and a half times that of the latter, he has to do exactly 
the same work. The editor is of opinion that Assistant 
Superintendentships, too, should be abolished and the num- 
ber of Inspectors increased. As regards subordinate officials 
they are undoubtedly ander-paid. Excepting a few first 
class sorters, whose pay is Rs. 100, the salaries of other 
sorters are very small compared with their labour. They 
have to work from ten to sixteen hours at a stretch. They 
may not leave their carriage on any account when on duty. 
The fate of a Hindd sorter, who has to work continually 
for sixteen hours during the hot weather, and who is not 
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allowed to leave the carriage even to drink water, may be 
better imagined than described. Sometimes they have to do 
what is called double duty. No place is provided for them at 
railway stations where they may rest in peace after they have 
done their duty. The same Inspector has to accompatty the 
mail train which carries the overland mails from Calcutta 
to Allahabad and thence to Khandwa. This takes him over 
20 hours. Is it not cruel to exact such hard work, especially 
during the hot weather? Ef Mr. Sheridan does not consi- 
der it advisable to abolish the Superintendentships at present, 
at all events he should at once abolish Assistant Superinten- 
dentships and increase the pay of the subordinate officials in 
question out of the saving effected. Moreover, he should 
reduce their hours of work, provide suttable places at railway 
stations for them to stay, and make arrangements for their 
obtaining water to drink when on duty, and for their having 


a short rest at the principal stations.
